Meetings of Branches and Divisions.

Annual Mecting and Address. 

Tre annual meeting of the Malaya Branch was held at the 
Institute for Medical Research in Kuala Lumpur, on March 29th 
to 3lst. The proceedings opened with the Branch Council meeting, 
at which the president-elect, Dr. C. J. Witson, was in the chair. 
The amendments to the Branch rules published in the March, 
1929, Supplement of the Malayan Medical Journal were unani- 
mously approved. A statement by Sir David Galloway on the 
social hygiene advisory board was considered. It was agreed to 
nominate Sir David Galloway as the British Medical Association 
representative on the council of the King Edward VII College 
of Medicine for a further period of three years. Approval was 
given to the new financial arrangements in connexion with the 
Malayan Medical Journal, and to the draft Divisional rules which 
had been framed by the Federated Malay States Division. 

The annual meeting opened with the speech of the fetiring 
president, Sir Davin Gatroway; in his absence this was read by 
Dr. A. K. CosGrave. Reference was made in the speech to the 
increase in membership and io the satisfactory financial posilion 
of the Branch. The suggestion was put forward that small com- 
mittees should be appointed in the two Divisions to arrange 
scientific meetings. Office-bearers for the ensuing year were 
announced as follows: 

President, Dr. C. J. Wilson. President-Elect. Dr, A. L. Woops. 
Treasurer, Dr. PF. W. Clarke. Seeretary, Dr. Scharff. 

Dr. C. J. Witson then delivered his address, and commented on 
the value of the British Medical Association m co-ordinating 
workers in every branch of medicine. He sketched the aims with 
which they were particularly concerned in Malaya, and suggested 
that the hope for the future depended not so much on improve- 
ment in physical health as on the development of a sound moral 
sense and the abolition of unsocial instincts. In this respect the 
medical profession had a great part to play, and in Malaya this 


_ aspect of their professional work was of special importance. The 


treasurer reported on the satisfactory financial state of the 
Branch. It was agreed that Java, Sumatra, and Siam should be 
separated from the Branch. 


In the afternoon two papers were read; one, by Mr. B. A. R,* 
GaTER on current research in medical entomology, resulted in g 
brisk discussion. This was followed by a joint paper by Drs, 
A. ViswatinGam and Martin on food and disease in Malaya, 
with special reference to pellagra and kerato-malacia, illustrated 
by photographs. On the following day, March 30th, there was a 
meeting of members of the new Federated Malay States Division 
to approve draft rules of organization, and to appoint an execu. 
tive committee. Dr. W. B. Morcan read a paper on burning 
feet, and Surgeon Commander D. H. C. Grven read a paper on 
health lessons for the Westerner, based on the study of health ig 
an Eastern labour force. 

During the annual meeting visits were paid to the new lepro 
sorium and Central Decrepit Home at Sungei Buloh, for inspection. 
of antimalarial works; also to the quarantine camp at Port 
Swettenham.

G. R, 
Livincston, ArMmstronG, Cameron, Mr. Craia Dustop, and Drs, 
KennetH Fraser, C. W. Granam, and others took part. 


GLOUCESTERSHIRE BRANCH. 
A MEETING of ihe Gloucestershire Branch was held at the General 
Hospital, Cheltenham, on April llth; Dr. H. Carrns Terry pre- 
sided and forty-one members were present. i, 
Mr. J. S. Rosinson showed a male child, aged 2 months, after 


operation for congenital hypertrophic pyloric stenosis. No tumour ~ 


was felt in this ease, even under an anaesihetic, though visible 
peristalsis and projectile vomiting. were present. At the time of 
operation a very definite tumour was found iucked under the 
liver. Rammstedt’s operation was performed, with very good 
result. The child was taking the breast within twenty-four hours 
of the operation. Dr, and Dr. Grace 
put in a plea for a thorough trial of medical treatment before 
operation, and quoted illustrative cases. 

Mr. Rosinson also showed a child, aged 8, on whom a Dunn’s 
operation had been performed for reconstruction of a foot to 
remedy gross deformity following infantile paralysis. He also 
demonstrated a-ray films of a case of coxa vara before and after 
treatment: 

Dr. F. J. Lippverpare showed a girl, aged 4, with dry black 
gangrene of half of one foot. The child had been admitted to 
hospital on January 30th with pneumonia, and there had later 
been a sudden change in the colour of the foot; the condition 
had not been associated with pain. There was a definite history 
of poor circulation in the extremities, The heart condition was 
normal. The diagnosis was in doubt, and various suggestions, 
including arterial embolism, were discussed by Mr. Atcocx, Mr. 
Rosinson, Dr. and others. 

Dr. S. T. Pruen delivered a characteristically racy address on 
lumbago, illustrated by coloured diagrams prepared by himself, 
He first expounded the anatomical foundation for the symptomato- 
logy of lumbago, describing the layers of muscles involved, and 
explaining their functions and reflex movements. This part of the 
address incorporated many original views, the result of Dr. 
Pruen’s well-known interest in anatomical problems. They were 
listened to with great interest, and later evoked many questions. 
He then discussed the pathology and treatment of lumbago, laying 
stress on the virtues of a very hot rubber bottle in treatment. 
He recommended the use, after the acute attack, of a sheet of 
chamois leather outside warm vnderclothing to prevent recurrence 
of the pain from cold air draughis. 

Dr. Coutins pointed out the great importance of accurate 
diagnosis. He instanced a man, aged 60, at present in the wards, 
who had complained before admission of lumbago extending over 
two months, There was no history of trauma, and a rays 
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— 
revealed nothing. He developed within two days a compression 
paraple ia. The diagnosis seemed to lie between spinal caries, 
syphilitic myelitis, and new growth. A lumbar puncture had been 

rformed an hour or two previously, and the fluid was yellow 
with the rapid formation of a coagulum so firm that the tube 
‘ould be inverted without any escape of fluid (Froin’s syndrome). 
from previous cases in Dr. Collins’s experience, showing this 

drome, and which he briefly related, he was of the opinion 
that this was a case of acute spinal caries. In some there had 
been @ total illness between onset and death of only a few days. 
He pointed out the serious medico-legal aspect of such cases. 

Mr. J. S. Ketrerr-Suirx dealt with pain in the back, from the 
yadiologist’s point of view. He called attention to the possibility 
of (1) sacralization of the fifth lumbar vertebra; (2) lateral devia- 
tion of the spine, due, say, to stone in the kidney, with hyper- 
tonus of the sacrospinalis, or intense pain due to muscular spasm 
owing to difference in the standing height of the legs; and (3) pain 
associated with decalcification of bone. He pointed out that the 
calcium quotient in bone was far from being fixed; even a slight 
injury might be followed by more or less rapid and complete 
decalcification, and a softened bone was a tender bone. He 
instanced injury to a lumbar vertebra causing a severe lumbago, 
which could be shown by a rays to be due to the body of the 
yertebra being decalcified and absorbed (Kiimmel’s disease). 

The PresipENT summed up the discussion, and in the name of 
the members heartily thanked Dr. Pruen for his address.

Locumtenents’ Fees. 

Sir,—Your correspondent Dr. Stonehill (Supplement, May 
ath, p. 182) has quite misinterpreted my letter, which was 
to the effect that the increase in the remuneration for locum- 
tenent work is out of all proportion to the increase in fees 
obtained in practices. 

I would further point out that those of us who, in the past, 
worked for three, or possibly four, guineas experienced similar 
conditions to those which he mentions. Further, the locum- 
tenent seldom does as much work as the principal, as many 
patients object to a stranger, and-do not send except for the more 
serious complaints, and not always then. Nor has the locum- 
tenent invested his capital in the practice, so he cannot expect 
the same profits as the principal, especially as his remuneration 
is free from all expenses connected with the practice. 

In spite of Dr. Stonehill’s letter, I am afraid that I remain
